ARGUMENT. 


There is a variety of conditions 
and principles involved in.the pelsien 
of the Trustees of Phillips Academy. 

In this brief the six houses which 
fre identical in facts and conditions 
we will consider together. The houses 
which have peculiar facts and con- 
ditions und the question of street wat- 
ering, will be treated. separately. 

We will consider: 


(1) The six houses occu ied by 


rofessors yes ag he in giving in- 
truction in the Andover Theological 
Seminary; 

The Taylor House;

i) The Park House; 
4) The question of the tax for 


d | street waterin: 


(5) The Tucker House. 


As to the six houses occupied by the 
professors in dhe Andover Theological 
Seminary. 

We contend that this, to all intents 
and purposes is res adjudicata as there 
is no real distinction-between the law 
and the facts in this case and the law 
and the facts in the case of Williams 
College vs Wiiliamstown, 167 Mass, 
505. The law, the statutes of this 
Commonwealth, is exactly the same. 

The only claimed distinction is this; 
Williams College paid its professors a 
fixed salary and then deducted from 
that salary a certain sum for rent. 
Phillips Academy pays its professors a 
fixed salary and in addition furnishes 
them houses in which to live. 

We submit there is no proper dis- 
tinction to be made for the purpose of 
determining the liability of — these 
houses to taxation under the Statutes 
between paying a maximum salary and 
deducting therefrom a sum as, and for 
house rent, ‘and paying a minimum 
salary and giving in addition thereto a 
house free of any stated sum aa ‘rent. 
It is a sophistry of the worst kind to 
draw a distinction between a man 
being paid $3800 as salary and having 
to pay $300 for house rent-and paying

Moreover there is nothing in any of 


the cases to fairly suggest or ‘warrant |, 


any such distinction. Therefore, 
there is no real difference between this 
case so far asthe facts are concerned, 
and the Williams College case above 


cited, 

The Statute under which this ex- 
emption is claimed, Public Statutes, 
Chapter 1), section 5, cl. 3, as 
amended by Statute 1889, chapter 465 
reads; — 4 

The following property * * * shall 
be exempted from taxation: ! 

* * * * * « * 

at The personal property of literary, 
benevolent, charitable and scientific 
institutions incorporated* within this 
Commonwealth, and the real estate be- 
longing to such institutions occupied 
by them of their officers, for the pur- 
poses for which they were incorpo- 
rated.” . 

Is, or is not, the,occupation of these 
houses by the professors in: <Andover 
Theological Seminary, as and for theiz 
homes, aiid for no other-purpose, such 
occupation by the ‘corporation or its 
officers as the Statute in its true intent 
has provided? 

That is the only question here in- 
volved. The Supreme Court said in 
the Williams College case that the true 
view of such occupation, was for the 
purposes of a residence and not for the 
purposes for which the institution was 
neorporated. The decision in the 
Williams’ College case has been mooted 
far and wide. That the construction 
given by the Court tothe Statutes is 
what the legislature desired and in- 
tended, is conclusively shown by the 
fact that the legislature has refused to 
amend or change the statutes, though 
most strenuously importuned therto. 
y THE TAYLOR HOUSE. 

All that has previously been said in 
relation to the six houses occupied by 
the * professors, applies with equal 
force to this house and land and is 
hereby cited in reference thereto. 


- fh addition, we” woultcatt-attention- 


to certain peculiarities in respect to 
said house which seem to us to have 
been a case of the grossest injustice to- 
the people of Andover. 

On June.23rd, 1879, the owner of the 
property, John P, Taylor, at that time 
a professor in the Andover Theologi- 
cal Seminary, deeded his house and 
land,to the Trustees of Phillips Acade- 
my, but by and in the deed he, John P. 
Taylor reserved the right to occupy the 
premises as long as he should live and 
a further reservation that at his death 
his son John P. Taylor should likewise 
have a right to occupy the premises as 
long as he the son John P. Taylor 
should live. John P. Taylor is now a 
professor in the Andover Theological 
‘Seminary. Such a contingency is not 
named in the deed as prospective or 
otherwise. If there is any connection 
between the appointment of the son to 
a professorship, and this deed, it 18 un- 
known to the public. On June 23rd, 
1879, the Taylor house was taken from 
the list of taxable property in the Town 
of Andover and has since that time 
paid no taxes. The estate has received 
all the benefits of the progress of the 
Town in the last twenty years practi: 
cally has had all of its police and. fire 
protection and has not coutributed one 
cent in return. The trustees of Phil- 
lips Academy have what is a fee simple 
title to the estate when two beings 
have lived their alloted years and fin- 
ally passed away. In what proper 
sense can jt be said that this is occu- 
pation, by the corporation or its officers 
for the purposes fur which it was in- 
corporated? 

Let us look at the logic of the situ- 
ation. A man in Andover-can own a 
piece of property, make a deed of the 
same to the Trustees of Phillips Acad- 
emy subject to a life estate to himself, 
his son, his grandson, in fact to any ex- 
tent until he reachesthe limit against 
perpetuities. It might readily last for 
fifty years. It miyht be a farm of 
many acres which at the end of the 
time were in the beart of a populous 
city and the owners might build and 
enjoy the rents from a mammoth office 
building thereon for two generations 
free of all taxes. 

And why all this exemption and 
special privilege to the occupant and 
unjust increase of burden on every tax- 
payer? Simply because at some un- 
known time in the dim future a corpor- 
auuon organizéd for an educational pur- 
pose will take possession of the same. 

Shall a corporation organized for ed= 


‘ ucational purposes be allowed to in- 


dulge'iy such speculation in land and 
unduly and unjustifiably increase so 
materially the, burden of all their fel- 
low-citizens? ; 

Can a right to enter at some. un- 
known futurej upon land be in any 
sense an occupation by the corporation 
or ils officers for the purpose of edu- 
cation? If the corporation will specu- 
late by accepting a-deed of land to ba 
delivered only many years hence, let 


sessment shall be made for the annual 
public charges which are incurred by 
the state, counties and towns, and it 
neither contains nor alludes to the 
special raodes of assessment which are 
adopted where a particular district,or a 
particular class of persons is deemed to 
have received a special heuvefit, from an 
improvement undertaken as a public 
one.

ASSESSMENT: FOR STREET WATERING. 


Chapter 186 of the Acts of 1895 pro- 
vides that any Town haying a popu- 
lation exceeding 3000 which shall adopt 
this Act at, its annual town meet- 
ing may appiopriate money for water- 
ing its public streets and may provide 
that its board of assessors may assess 
upon the estates abutting on the streets 
so watered, the whole or any portion 
of the cost of such watering. It was 
under this Act that the assessment 
complained of was made and-colleeted, 
That the said Act had been lawfully 
adopted by the “Town of Andover is 
admitted by. the petitioners. 

It is grauted, we understand, that if 
any of the nine houses referred to are 
liable to the ordinary tax they are 
liable to this. adsessment for street 
watering. But there isa much larger 
question involved, namely: as to 
whether or not the entire real estate 
owned by the corporation;.and located 
in Andover is not subject to an fssess_ 
ment of this. kind irrespective of the 
consideration, as to whether the-sanr 


is subject to taxation or exempt under 


Public Statutes, Chapter 11, section 
5, clause 3, and Acts 1889. So far as 
known, no case of assessment for 


street-watering of tLis nature has been |. 


decided. 

It is contended, however, that the 
principle involved has been defined and 
laid down in the case of Boston Sea- 
men’s Friend Society vs. Boston, 116 
Mass. 181.4 

In that case, the City of Boston 
laid a certain assessment upon the 
lands and estate of the petitioner, (the 
Boston Seamen's Friend Society) at the 
corner of Purchase and Oliver Streets 
in Boston, for a portion of the expense 
of laying out, widening and grading 
said Oliver Street, under a resolve of 
the Mayor and Aldermen of the city 
under Statute of 1865, chapter 159. 
The Boston Seamen’s Friend Society 


claimed exemption from the tax under ; eight. 
General Statute, chapter 11, section 5, ! 


clausé 8, which is. verbatim the same 
as the clause of the Publie~ Statutes 
under which the petitioners in the case 
at bar claim exemption. The Court in 
the Boston Seamen‘s Friend Society 
case first determines that the legisla- 
ture has authority in the exercise of 
its judgement to determine that a work 
of a public nature should be under- 
taken, which is so largely in its im- 
mediate advantages for the benefit of 


the estates in a patticular district;as to” 


render such an adjustment (assessing 
the estates benefited thereby) of the 
expenditures proper, it is competent 
to define the limits of such district and 
cause to be therein assessed thé whole 
expenditure, which may be incurred 
for the purpose. 

Thus we contend the legislature had 
the authority to pass the chapter 156 
of the Acts of 1895, and that the se- 
lectmen had the right to water the 
streets as they did and assess the costs 
on the estates benefited. 

This is admittedly a tax. Now, does 
the exemption claimed by the petition- 
ers properly extend to this tax? 

Again, referring to Boston Seamen’s 
Friend Society case the Court said; ‘Is 
there the exemption (exactly the same 
exemption claimed in the case at bar) 
to be construed as an exemption from 
taxation for the public charges of 
govérnment, or is it to be construed as 
extending so as to include assessments, 
for expenditures of a local character, 
the benfits of which are immediately 
experienced in the particular localities 
where the property 80 claimedtobe 
exempt is situated.’? Note with what 
exactitude this alternative of local 
character and benefit applies to our 
case at bar of street watering. What 
can be more absolutely local? 

The Court answers its own question 


in Boston Seaman's Friend Society as 


follows: 
The exemption is found in the chap- 


ter whose object is to set forth all the 
persons and property subject to tax- 


ation, and the mode in which the as-

since, they have not formed a portion 
of the general system of taxation, but 
have been enacted as the exigencies

‘Institutions like the one before us, 
are intended for the benefit of the gen- 
eral public;.and even though ‘devoted

ocal improvement.” 

Iu the case at bar the assessment was 
made under a special act later than the 
act claiming to live exemption. Noone 
is benefited except those immediately 
touched by the water. 

The institution receives the same 
benefits that others do. The estate is 
subject to the literal terms of the Act. 

Therefore we contend that the as- 
sessment for street watering is a tax 
for a local improvement and is not such 
a tax imposed for the general purpose 
of government from which exemption 
under the statutes can be properly

He kept him there long 
enough, however, to tell him that he 
would give him two hours to leave the 
farm. Manning promised that he 
would do so, and then Ledoux let him 
up. 

Manning walked off a few feet, and 
jthen, drawing a revolver from his 
pocket, dared Ledoux to touch him or 
put him off the premises. Ledoux 
rushed toward him, and Manning fired 
twice. The first shot did not take 
effect, but the second struck Ledoux 
dust..below. the heart, and he fell dead. 
Manning put the revolver in his pockét 
and started down the road on a slow 
run. 

The shooting of Ledoux was so sudden 
that Manning was well down the road 
when Edward Bibbins started after him 
and managed to detain him. He was 
taken to the jailat St. Albans. On be- 
ing searched, $97 in bills-and some sil- 
ver were found, together with a revolver 
of 32 calibre. Manning claims that the 
deed was done in self-defense. He says 
that Ledoux tried to get him under the 
wagon wheels and then intended back- 
ing the horses, so that the vehicle would 
run over him. 


ne DDrefusites.Are Despondent. 

Paris, Seps. 22.—The Dreyfusites are 
“spomewhat-déspondent, the military au- | 
thorities who were responsible for the 
shelving of the Picquart trial haying 
apparently regained the upper hand, 
and it is feared that Picquart will be 
kept in prison and his trial indefinitely 
Postponed in order to keep his mouth 
shut. 

Never before was such a scene wit- 
nessed in court as that which followed 
his declaration yesterday regarding his 
possible death in prison. The judges, 
officers and audience appeared as though 
paralyzed with emotion. He said: 
“This is, perhaps, the last time I shall 
speak in public.

My Dear Dorothy: 

The vacation season is over, the chil- 
dren are back in school and well settled 
at their studies, and now comes the time 
when every housewife is considering the 
subject of preserving and pickling. To 
be sure, the season for preserving ber- 
ries is past, but the fruits, grapes, pears, 
peaches, crabapples, etc., is with us, and 
so I am going to give you some lessons 
which I have learned from experience. 

In the’first-place,-remember- that. the 
more perfect the fruit the better will be 
the preserves; you need not expect good 
¥esults if You use “specked” fruit, It is 
better to use unripe fruit rather than 
that which is overripe. Every cooking 
utensil must be of wood, silver, granite- 
ware or porcelain ware. An iron spoon 
and a tin kettle wou!d ruin fruit grown 
for the gods. Some people try to econo- 
mize by using a cheap grade of sugar. 
It is of no use. Rémember the old say- 
‘ing, “The best is none too good.” Still 
another truism, “Old rubbers are worth- 
less.’ Remember ft, and get new jar 
rubbers. If you use old jars cleanse 
them thoroughly with hot soap euds, in 
“which e-lttte-eammonia.has been poured. 
Then to test the jars to see that no air 
will escape, fill them half full of water, 
put in the rubber band, adjust the cov- 
ers and then tip the jars bottom side up 
ona dry cloth for afew minutes. Ifany 
water escapes try another rubber. 

Peaches, quinces and pears, as well as 
all hand fruits, should be pared with a 
silver knife, sliced thin and covered 
with cold water to prevent their becom- 
ing dark. Plums and all kinds of grapes 
must be stemmed and mashed. Pears 
and quinces should be cooked in clear 
water, then drained on a napkin; fill 
the jars with the fruit and cover with 
a syrup, ntade by pouring bofling water 
over sugar. Peaches, pineapples and 
Bartlett pears require half a poumd of 
sugar to each quart of fruit; plums, 
hand pears, prunes and quinces must 
have three-quarters of a pound of sugar 
to each quart of fruit. Fill the jars with 
the raw fruit, cover with the syrup and 
then set them in a washboiler, not al- 
lowing one jar to touch another. Cover 
the-jars to the neck with tepid water, 
put-on the boiler cover and boil gently 
but steadily. Pineappless will fequire 
about ‘20 minutes’ cooking, but 15 min- 
utes. will be sufficient for all the other 
fruits mentioned. A pound of sugar 
and a half pint of boiling water is the 
right proportion for syrup, and the white 
of an egg added before it begins to boil 
will aid in making it,clear if the scum is 
removed as it rises. 

To cover jelly use melted paraphine. 
Pour it over perfectly.cold jelly and it 
will form a thin crust, which will com- 
pletely exclude the air. 

I think with these suggestions you will 
be able to make your fall preserves all 
right; but I want to give you an excel- 
lent rule for making cucumber pickles. 
Small cucumbers, from two to four 
inches long, make the best pickles. Al- 
low a pint of salt to 150 cucumbers, dis- 
solved in enough water to cover them; 
let them soak in this for two days, keep- 
ing them covered; then remove, drain 
and wipe each one carefully; now put 
them in a stone jar with a little alum, 
mixed spices, cloves, peppér, allspice 
and a bit of onion, and cover with hot 
vinegar. If you prefer, add stick cin- 
namon and white mustard seed, but put 
the spices in several little bags made of 
thin muslin; this prevents the vinegar 


the cucumbers. 
to be particularly spicy, let the spice 
bags boil in the vinegar for 10 minutes. 

Now is the time for you to look after 
green tomatoes for picalilli. An excel- 
lent recipe for this relish was given me 
by your Aunt Jessie, and I am sure you 
will find it all meht, 

Slice a peck cf green tomatoes, twelve 
onions, one green pepper and one red 
one, and sprinkle over them one cup of 
salt, and let the mixture,stand for 
twelve hours; then drain off the liquid, 
add a tablespoonful each of ground 
vloves, allspice and cinnamon and three- 
quarters of a cup of grated horseradish. 
Pour over the whole three quarts of 
vinegar, simmer four h «>, stirring oc- 
easionally, and put in .e7s while hot. 

I feel quite sure iY. y u follow these 
suggestions you will have the best of 
success. But always remember one 
thing—there is_no such thing as-‘‘luck” 
in preserving, and-there is no such word 
as “fail” if you follow the directions of 
your culinary, Comfort Jones,

MARSHMALLOW CAKE. 

One and one-half cupfuls of flour, one 
cupful of sugar, one and one-half tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder. Sift these 
together, then break two eggs into a 
cup, fill the cup with milk and a pieceof 
butter the size of an egg, and stir into 
the flour. This makes two loaves. 

Frosting—One-half cupful of sugar, 
one-quarter cupful of water boiled to- 
gether till it strings. Pour this syrup 
into the beaten white of an egg and one- 
quarter pound-of-marshmallows.cut_in. 
fine pieces. Spread between the layers 
and on top of the cake, 


CREAM ‘NECTAR, 

To one gallon of boiling water add 
four pounds of granulated sugar and 
five ounces of tartaric acid. Beat the 
whites of three eggs and pour into a 
bottle with a little of the warm syrup 
and shake briskly, then pour it into the 
kettle of syrup and stir thoroughly. Boil 
three minutes, removing the scum as it 
rises. Flavor with any preferred ex- 
tract and bottle for use. When wanted 
for use add two or three tablespoonfuls 
to a glass of water, with one-haif tea- 
of soda... 


MOCK OYSTER SOUP. 
One teacupful of codfish cut in inch 
squares; freshen by covering with cold 
water and allowing it to come to a boil, 
then pour off the water and add one cup- 
ful of water, one quart of sweet milk, 
one cupful of sweet cream, one table- 
speonful of corn starch stirrred smooth 
in a little cold milk, a lump of butter the 
size of an egg, pepper and salt to taste. 
Serve with crackers on toast, 


ROMAN CREAM, 

One quart of milk, the yolks of five 
eggs, 12 tablespoonfuls of sugar and one- 
half box of gelatine. Heat the milk, 
beat the eggs well together with the su- 
gar, and disso!ve the gelatine in water 
by soaking one hour. Cook the above as 
a boiled custard. When done add the 
whites of five eggs, beaten to a stiff froth, 
and one teaspoonful of flavoring.

From the limited knowledge ob- 
tainable regarding the difference be- 
tween the company and the committee 
it seems difficult to understand why 
the two interests cannot come to an 
agreement. Certainly no fairer mind- 
ed committee could have been selected, 
and their report will be eagerly listened 
to by the citizens. Fairness to the 
company and justice to the town 
should be the only basis for adjusting 
this difficulty. 

The republican caucus on Wednes- 
day night will have for its chief inter- 
est the contest between Albert Poor 
and William Odlin, for the Andover 
delegation, to the representative con- 
vention. 

Over the other delegations there will 
probably be little difference of opinion, 
for Andover republicans have always 
believed in uupledged delegations to 
every convention other than the repre- 
sentative, trusting to the good judg- 
ment of the men chosen, to properly 
represent. them under any conditions 
that might arise.

At the termina- 
tion of a three years’ contract on March 
dist the town was using—thirty-one 1200- 


candle power arcs and seventy-four 25- | 


candlé-power incandescents, upon ;.a 
moonlight schedule. running until mid- 
night, for 8,700 per year, and an addi- 
tional charge of one dollar per night 
when run until 12.30 a.m. As the lights 
were, in fact, run up a dark night sched- 
ule, and mostly until 12.30 a.m., they 
were operated during the last year of the 
contract an average of 25.8 nights P nr 
month and 4.6 hours per night. he 


‘town desires to continue substantially

the same service with the option to sub- 
stitute twenty incandescent lights for 
five arcs now in use, the expense of 
changing to be borne by the company. 
For the last.year of the contract the cost 
of the lights was about $4,100, the town 
appropriated $4,150 for the current year, 
and appointed, with beeen to make a 
contract, the committee at whose request 
the selectmen brought the petition. 

The time since the hearing has given 

the Board the opportunity to study the 
history, condition, and opérations of the 
plant. There was at the hearing no crit- 
icism of the managemeut, and no reason 
for any bas been found by the Board. 
There was sume. claim that the capital 
was there and had always been excessive 
for the plant and business, but as the 
company has never earned nor paid a 
dividend, and probably cannot earn one 
with 
the prices charged, this claim, if correct, 
would seem to be unimportant in 
the present case. The company has 
earned no more than the interest upon 
its debt anda fair charge for deprecia- 
tion. This was admitted at the hearing, 
and it was further admitted ‘by represen- 
tatives of the town that the debts did not 
exceed the fair-cost--of .a-similar plant, 
this is also the opinion of the Board, The 
price named in the vote of the Board’ 
varies but little from that charged during 
the last year of the contract, which the 
company has offered tocontinue. Under 
the conditions which surround the busi- 
ness at Andover, it is as low as is consis- 
tent with a fair return upon the actual 
investment in plant, 
The Buard therefore recommends that 
the prices to be charged by the Andover 
Electric Company for are and incandes- 
ceut street lights, operating not less than 
the number -heretofore used or their 
equivalent, and for substantially the 
same number of hours per month, be 
$83 50 per year for each arc light of nom- 
inal 1,200-candle-power, and $20.85 per 
ear for each incandescent light of nom- 
inal 25 candle-power.
